WI arrived at Ituteſa it being late, 
and the Widow taking pleaſure in teazing 
me with her Chimara's, and having a Ma- 
gazine of Manuſcripts ſufficient to ſupport

myſelf with the Thoughts of being 
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runate with me to alight, offering me her

'Misfortuner! Pronouncing thefe Words 
ſeveral times, with my Hands till litted 
up to Heaven, I returned a ſecond time 
towards the Wharf, without once thinking 
of the Casket; ſo much was I taken up 
with the frightful Image of Death. 

WHzr x I had almoſt ended my ſecond 
Journey, a great Stone threw me down ; 
| felt the Casket under me, and found that 
my Fall had broke it into pieces: The 
noiſe of its breaking enlivened me, I ſoon 
got up again, to clear up the Truth of this 
Miracle. Ir 
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Ir was indeed my Casket, but it was 
in many pieces; ſeveral Stones that had 
fallen out of it, though it was dark, yield- 
ed an admirable Luſtre : I gather d them 
up van ar bo and was very much at a loſs 
how to inform my Maſter of the Accident 


that had happen'd. 


I was thinking which way I had beſt ad- 


dreſs myſelf to the Tyrant my Maſter ; 1 
was recommending my ſelf to God and ali 
the Saints in Paradiſe, when fix Slaves 
came up to me, and faid with ſome haſte, 
Brother, why doſt thou tarry ? let us go quick- 
ly, now is the time to make ourſehves Maſters of 
the Turks abvard the Bark ; the Captain ex- 
pefis us, and they are gone to bring away Za- 
el 


da. 

Tars Miſtake ſurpriz'd me, but 1 
found it was an Enterprize that ſome Chri- 
ſtians were going to undertake ; and as 1 

knew that ſuch things had been often done 
with good ſucceſs, I follow'd 'em, and em- 
bark'd on board a ſmall Skiff, in which 
there were already ſeveral Perſons. As 
| ſoon as we arriv'd aboard the Bark, the 
Captain told us, that he had already diſ- 
patch'd all the Turi, and that we had no- 
thing now farther to do but to get off. 
They weigh'd Anchor, and every one put- 
ting his Hand to the Oar, we got out ot 


the Harbour, and in a very little time

But how great was my Surprize when I 
ſaw Zatida with us in the Bark, and a 
young Chriſtian Slave at her Feet! 

SHE was no leſs ſurpriz'd to ſee me 
there, ſhe demanded by what Accident I 
had engag'd in the Enterprize; I related 
to her my Adventure, which pleaſed her, 
and my Jewels were valued at above Four 
Thouſand Ducats. I enquired of her, in her 
turn, what obliged her to leave her native 
Country; but ſhe begg'd of Don Franciſco 
Moradero to do it for her, who was the 
young Slave I had ſeen at her Feer. He 
conſented to it, and began the Hiſtory in 
the following Words. 
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CHAP. VII 


The Hiſtory of Zatida and Don 
Franciſco Moradero. 


Erhaps you will not think it amiſs be- 
fore I come to the Subject of the 
beautiful Zatida's Eſcape, that I give ſome 
aecount of my own Lite and Fortune. I 
ſhall ſay then that I am a Caftil Gentle- 
man, a Native of Guadalaxa/a | am cal- 
led Franciſco Myradero, and my Family 15 
well known in Hain I was brought up 
by a Neapolitan, whom my Father, who had 
F ler- 
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ſerved in the Army of our Great King, 
Charles the Fifth, had brought with him to 
Guadalaxara, When I was fourteen Years 
old, my Father ſent me word to come to 
him at Naples, to accompany him in an 
Expedition which he had received Orders 
to take in hand: This was that great Pro- 
je& of eſtabliſhing Muley Haſſen upon the 
Throne of Tunis. I obey'd his Orders, 
and went to Barcelona, where I embarked 
on board Albert Sarazino's Galley, who 
Was obliged to aſſiſt at this great Enter- 
prize. My good Nurſe, for the Love ſhe 
bore me, had kept me till then in Spain, 
and ſeeing that I was going to leave it,was 
willing to return to her native Country, 
where ſhe hoped ſhe could more eaſily 
bear my Loſs. I took her along with me, 
and got her a Place in Don Aibert's Galley ; 
We had no ſooner left the Port of Barce/s- 
na, with all the ather Galleys under his 
Command, when a Packet-Boat came to 
give us notice, that the Army was alread 
put to Sea, and waited for us on the Con 
of Alexandria: This obliged us to leave 
our intended Courſe to Naples, and to 
take that which was now preſcribed us. 
Ar the end of two Days we joined the 
Fleet, which was commanded by Doria ; 
the Command of the Land Forces was gi- 
ven to the Count de Soirſterol ; we augmen- 


ted the Number very conſiderably, and 
we 
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we (et ſail for the Coaſt of Barbary But 
Barbar ſſa, Baſſa of the Sea, who com- 
manded the Ottoman Fleet, dd not ſtay 
for us, but got there bet re us, and we 
met together upon the Coalt of Af-1ca. 

Turr now began to think of fighting; 
both ſides put themſelves in a readinels 
for the Engagement, which in all appear- 
ance was likely to prove a bloody one: but 
Heaven laughs at the Projects of Men; 
and when we were juſt upon the point of 
making the Onſet, a Tempeſt aroſe, which 
ſeparated the two Fleets. I never ſaw any 
thing ſo terrible; all Nature ſeemed to be 
turn'd topſy-turrey, and Night put us into 
the utmoſt Confuſion and Horror. The 
moſt skilful Pilot ſtood in need of Art on 
this ſad Occaſion, we could no longer diſ- 
rmguiſh our own Veſſels from thoſe of the 
Enemy; and the Diſorder was ſuch, that 
I have often ſince wondered with myſelf 
how the Fleets found themſelves ſeparated 
the next Day. As tor our Galley, ſhe was 
encompaſſed with Enemies; and notwith- 
ſtanding all the Reſiſtance we could make, 
ſhe was taken, after the Loſs of the greateſt 
part of our Men, and of the valiant A.- 
| berto, and I fell into the hands of the Tt. 
very much wounded. 

Tur carried me to Algier, where 1 
was fold to a Merchant who carry'd me to 
Jezaire, where 1 7 tour Lears; * 

2 al- 
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atter my Maſter's death, I was ſent back 
to A/gter, and put among the Number ct 
the Baſſu's Slaves, who is Uncle to the 
beautitul Zatida, I had been there two 
Years longer, when that beautiful Perſon 
came to lodge at his Houſe. 

Io own to you that I was ſmitten with 
her Beauty from the firlt time I ſaw her, 
and I perceived a Paſſion growing in my 
Heart that I had never yet truly been ſen- 
ſible of. I complain'd a thoufand times to 
Heaven, that it was not lawful for me to 
hope that Zatida ſhould be for ever mine : 
I ventur'd even to condemn Nature her- 
felt for having form'd the moſt perfect of 
her Works for the Infidels, and I could 
not ſee her without almoſt dying with Love 
and Deſpair. 

I paſt ſome time in this State of Mad- 
neſs, and my Slavery began to ſeem to me 
more cruel than ever; in ſhort, my Griet 
increaſing every day, reduced me to the 
greateſl Extremity, when the beautiful Za- 
tida obſerving me one day making of Lin- 
nen Bags which the Baſſa had ordered me 
to do, was pleas'd to diſcourſe with me. 
She demanded what part of Spain] was ot: 
I reply'd, That I was a Caſtilian. At this 
Anſwer ſhe ſeem'd concern d. Have you, 
Said fbe to me, no particular Mark upon 
your Body? Indeed, reph d I, I have up- 


On 
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on my Breaſt a red Spot, which I had at 
my Birth. 

Ar theſe Words her Trouble was orer, 
and, on the contrary, ſhe could no longer 
continue the Converiation, ſhe was fo tar 
tranſported with an exceſſive Joy : Chri- 
ſtian, ſaid ſhe to me when ſhe left me, I know 
thee, and I am periuaded that thou art a 
Man ot Honour, Conduct, and Courage; 
wait to-morrow uncer my Balcony when 
thy Work 15s done, and the Night come on, 
and then | will explain myſelt farther. 

Sus left me without ſaying any more; 
and you may eaſily gueſs at rhe Greatneſs 
ot my Surprize; I ruminated on her Words, 
and run over every Circumſtance of my 
Life : I could nor comprehend how ſhe 
came to any knowledge of me, much leſs 
how ſhe could know the Marks of my Bo- 
dy; and my Impatience to have the Matter 
cleared up was ſuch, that I never paſſed 
ſuch redious Hours as thoſe fince ſhe left 
me till the time of my Appointment. 

Os the morrow I haſted to get my 
Work done; and the Hour being come 
that I ſhould go to the Rendeveum, I went 
and ſtaid till ſhe came to explain herſelf. 
Half an Hour after my Arrival, an old 
Slave, whom you ſee here, came and took 
me by the Hand, and ſaid ts me, My Son, 
come along with me, Zatida waits for you. 
She made me go up a Pair of private Stairs, 
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and I tound myſelt in the Apartment of 
this beautiful Perſian ; who, raviſh'd to ſee 
me, demanded immediately it I would be 
grateful for what ſhe was goivg to do tor 
me, and if I would premiſe to marry her 
at my Return into & ain. 
Tuis was the utmoſt of my Wiſhes : 
I fell down immediately at her Feet, and 
proteſted to her, that nothing poſſibly 
could have pleaſed me more than the Hap- 
pineſs of having ſo charming a Spouſe, and 
that ſhe might perſuade herielt that I 
ſhould for ever preſerve my Fidelity. 
WII, ſaid ſte to me, underſtand that I 
am a Chriſtian, and that I will have no o- 
ther Spouſe but thee. An old Neapolitan 
Slave, whom you muſt have known, ſerv'd 
me a long time; ſhe has been here but fix 
Moons. She talk'd to me inceſlantly of a 
young Caſtilian ſhe had nurs'd, and with 
whom ſhe had been taken: ſhe had even 
his Picture which ſhe often ſhow'd to me, 
and ſhe ſaid ſo many good things of him, 
that I haye long ſince conceiv'd a great E- 
ſteem for him, without having ſeen him; 
I paſſionately wifh'd I might meet him, for 
I never ſaw any Slaves but I did enquire 
of their Fate, and the Place of their Birth, 
but I have never had the Opportunity of 
putting the like Queſtions to thee : Thy 
Reſemblance to the Picture I had ſeen, 
almoſt aſſured me of what I had a mind to 
5 | | know, 
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know, even betore I had ſpoke to thee ; and 
that Mark which thou bearelt on thy 
Breaſt, and of which the old Slave was or- 
ten wont to ſpeak, has left me no longer 
room to doubt of what thy Retemblance 
had already well perſuaded me of. As ſoon 
as I ſaw thee, I ſought an occaſion to ſpeak 
to thee, but I could never find one till 

Yeſterday : Happy I am if the old Woman j 
| has not deceiv'd me, and it thou doſt not 1 
d ſagree with the Picture ſhe has drawn q 
to me of thy Virtues. Caſtilian, be taith- | 
ful ro me, I will follow thee every where, 
and my Fatc ſhall have no other Depen- 
dance but on thee : 'I ticere's Money to make K 
the neceſſary Preparations for our Flight, I 
let us leave a Land which is fatal to me. 
I can carry with me great Riches, for m 
Father has left me large Poſſeſſions, and 
ſhall make all things ready; 'tis thy Buſi- 
neſs to find out, with others of thy Nation, 
all the neceſſary Ways to bring this great 
Enterprize to paſs: but, above all things, 

take care to act with the utmoſt Diſcre- 
tion, or we are both undone, upon the 

leaſt Diſcovery of our Proceedings. : 

BEAUTIFUL Zatida, reply'd I, fear no- 
thing relating to yourſelf; III die a thou- 
ſand times rather than your Name ſhall 
— my Lips by way of Accuſation, if 

ort une ſhould croſs our M ſhes: But, at 
the ſame time aſſure yourſelt, that I will

uſe all neceſſary Prudence in this Affair, 

and I will invent the moſt proper Means 
| to that End. | 
| I then propos'd to put Confidence in 2 
Venetian Renegado, who is very much difat- 
fected to the Nation. The very Name ct 
Renegado made her ſtart, becauſe theſe ſort 
of Men are look'd upon by them as Men 
of little Honour, and as capable of betray 
ing their Friends, as their Religion: But 
I aflured her, that he only waited tor a 
proper Opportunity to eſcape from A/grer, 
and he would have done it already ſeveral 
times, if he had had wherewithall to buy 
Slaves to fit out a Bark. We then con- 
cluded that he ſhould be acquainted with 
| 1t; and after half an Hour's Diſcourſe, ſhe 
bid me adieu, and gave me two thouſand

[| ' ſhould have occaſion for; praving me to 
endeavour, without Intermiſſion, to put 

| our Deſigns in execution. 

| 1 do not tell you the Aſtoniſhment, 
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| nor the Condition in which I found 
| my ſelf after an Event ſo ſingular; you may 
| eaſily judge of it: But to cut the Matter 
| ſhort, I ſpoke to the Renegade who was 
| Maſler of the Bark, and about a Month 
= ſince we contfived this Affair, which Hea- 
| yen be praiſed has happily ſucceeded ; ſo 
that I hope, in a ſhort time, to be in poſ- 
ſeſſion of a Jewel which I eſteem more * 
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all the Treaſures of Barbary, But perhaps 
you may be deſirous to know how we car- 
ried Zatida off. : 

I ſaw her very often during the time 
that we were contriving our Eſcape, and 
I gave her an exact accouut ot every thing 
that we did. When the Bark was bought, 
and the $Skiltul Captain had put every thing 
in order, we appointed a Day tor dur Ku- 
terprize, and we did nor relolve to put it 
in execution betore the next Night ; bur 
Zatida, who had prepared every thing very 
early, had ſent all her Riches on board by 
little and little every Night, and even ſent 
away all her Furniture; fo that the Baſla, 
who went in the Morning to ſce her in 
her Apartment, and not ſeeing her rich 
Goods diſplay'd, ask'd her what was be- 
come cf the Veſlels of Gold, and other 
Riches which us'd to adorn her Chamber ? 
She reply d in a little Confuſion, That ſhe 
had juſt ſent them to Turci, (which is a 
Place where her Father left her a magni- 

ficent Pleaſure- Houſe) becauſe ſhe deſigu d 
to go there to ſome time. You ſaid 
nothing at all of this Project to me, ech d 
ke. It is, anſwer'd Zatida again, becauſe I 
was not determin'd till to-day, Well, 
Neice, ſaid the d ſſembling Baila, I wiſh you 
a great deal of Pleaſure, and I will vifis 
you there from time to time, 24

HAVING notice of this Diſcourſe, I 
was obliged immediately, for Zatida's ſake, 
to haſten our Departure, and to fix it even 
this very Night. When the Hour was 
come, the Maſter detach'd a ſufficient 
Number of Chriſtians to ſlay the Turks 
who were on board this Bark; ſome 
watch'd the Port, to take care that nobody 
ſurprized us, (theſe were them who you 
met) and at the head of four reſolute Ha- 
niards he came to fetch Zatida, who waited 
with Impatience as well as me. This poor 
Slave whom you ſee, waited for them un- 
der the Balcony ; and hardly were they 
got into Zatida's Apartment, where the 
took away ſeveral things that were las 
fary to be put on board, but the Baſſa 
entered. His Preſence ſurprized us; Zatida 
fell down tor dead; but our Maſter not 
loſing his Courage, he flew upon him firſt 
as one deſperate, and the others ſeconding 
him, he cut eff all the People in the Houſe, 
except ſore Slaves whom he found there, 
who fe llou ed us without the notice of the 
Ne gubourhecd. Behold our Hiſtory ! to 
which I w:} add, That I learned at Jex ane 
the Death of my Father, who was kill'd in 
the Wars of hay. 
| Wren he had made this Recital to us 
of his Adventure, he diſcoverd a great 
Deſire to learn in his turn, the Detail of 
mine, and the Subject of my Captivity : I 

then 
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then related all my Hiſtory from the begin- 
ning to the end, and cloſed it with acquaint- 
ing him with the Inquietudes which my 
Casket had given me.

CHAP. IX. 


Pedrillo is retaken by the Turks, 
and what haf pens to him after- 
wards. 


Uring the Relation of our Adven- 
tures, the Bark was conſiderably ad- 
vanced, and the Slaves relieving one ano» 
ther by turns, forced her chrough the 
Waves, ſo that we did not doubt but that 
by Day-light we ſhould be in ſaſety: Hut 
we were much deceiv'd, when we 
found in the Morning that we were pur- 
ſued by one of the ſwiſteſt Corſairs of Harry 
b, who was near at hand. 

Turk was not one of us whoſe Blood 
was not chill'd at fo unexpected a Sight; 
we all lifted up our Hands to Heaven, and 
after having implor'd the Mercy of Gad, 
we redoubled our Efforts to endeavour to 
eſcape from the Hands of thoſe Ruffians. 
Wr thought we ſhou'd have ſucceeded, 
when aker we had row d to ſome purpoſt all 


the 
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the Day, we were, at the ſetting of the 
Sun, very near to the Iſland of Majorca; 
but all our Hopes vaniſh'd into Air, and 
our Strength for a long time having tail'd 
us, we were attack'd by the Corſarr. 

Ir was then that Zatida all in Tears 
tore her Hair, addreſſing a thouſand mo- 
ving Complaints to unrelenting Heaven; 
and, animated by her Deſpair, ſnatch'd up 
a Sword, and acted the Part of a Heroine: 
ſhe kill'd two of the Turks who firſt at- 
tempted to board us. We all did Actions 
worthy of an eternal Remembrance; but 
above all, Don Franciſco encouraged by the 
Exam le of his beautiful Miſtreſs, tough: 
with ſo great a Fury, that the Twrks were 
three times oblig d to retire from our Bark 
but their Numbers over-power'd us, and 
at the fourth Attempt they came in ſuch 
Multitudes, that not having room to defend 
ourſelves, we were unhappily taken. 
Tuer put us all in Chains; and even 
the beautiful Zatida, who let fall a Tor- 
rent of Tears: they ſeiz d on all our Ri- 
ches, and deliberated what Death to pur 
us to. Several would have us empaled 
alive that moment; but Heaven ſo ordered 
it, that the Principal of them would have 


us carry d to Algier, that we might be 
made an Example of, to terrify the other 
Slaves: So they contented themſelves with 
having us Baſtinadeed by way of Earneſt, 


and 
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and put us on board the Corſair, where, 
not content to load us with Irons, they 
tied our Hands behind us ; but we had a 
kind of Conſolation even in our Unhappi- 
neſs. Several ſtay'd in the Bark to ſhare 
the Booty ; ſhe had receiv'd ſeveral Shors 
betwixt Wind and Water, ſprang a Leak, 
and when they leaſt thought of it, ſhe 
ſunk, and almoſt all of them periſhed with 
their Prize. 

Turr watch'd us all Night very nar- 
rowly, and our Guards continually threat- 
ned us with a cruel Death; we ſpent it 
in Prayers, the beautiful Zatida join'd bers 
with ours, and we now thought of no- 
thing bur employing all our time in ma- 
king Preparations to appear before the 
great 'I ribunal. 

Bur Heaven vouchſaſed to hear our 
Prayers; it would not permit that ſo many 
zealous Chriſtians ſhould miſerably periſh; 
it at length open'd the Gates of Mercy to 
us; and as tize Day began to appear, the 
Turks found themſelves raken, without op- 
ition, by three Spamſb Galilies, who 
boarded them before they knew where- 
abouts they were, or could put themſelves 
in a State of Defence. | 

Tas firſt who enter'd the Corſair, was 
Don Juau Capate, my Captain of the Gal- 
ley, and my old Maler; he vas followed 
by a great Number of his Men, who in a 


very 
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very little time put to death one Party of 
the Turks, and obliged the reſt to ſur- 
render. 

How t was our Admiration on this 
Occaſion! And what Thanks did we not 
return to Heaven, to the Divine Goodneſs 
which fo viſibly had extended itſelf to- 
wards us! | 
Do Juan cauſed our Chains to be ta- 
ken off ; and knowing me again, he de- 
manded how I came to be yet alive, and 
fo ſtrongly ſetter d in the Corſair. I rephy'd, 
That my Adventure was very ſingular, 
and roo to relate then, bur I promis'd 
to ſatisfy his Curioſity when we ſhould 
come aboard the Galley. They ſer a Guard 
over the Corfair; and all rhe neceſſary 
Orders being given, we went aboard Don 
Juau's Galley, where I related to him Za- 
tida's Hiſtory and my own ; and above all, 
bow miraculouſly I was preſerved the Day 
that he blew up his Galley. 

Buy how comes it to paſs, ſaid [to him, 
that you yourſelf were faved ? He reply'd, 
That his Galley being blown up, he found 
himfelf with Don Federico upon the ſame 
part of rhe Galley which remained entire; 
and after having been tofſed about by the 
Waves three Days, they were driven aſhore 
N h the Iſland of Mingrca, from hence 
they returned in a httle time to'Barcelena ; 
that there they found again Denna Farnezs, 

Lu- 
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Lucinda, and the other Ladies; and that 
ſoon after he married Dm Farne, and 
Den Freder ico his dear Lucinda. 

I was ſurpriz' d at that Rencounter, and 
added, That thoſe Ladies had been ſold at 
Algier to a Merchant of Conflantimeple, who 
was to preſent them to San but that 
being embark d to return 1 he was 
met by two Sauiſh Veſſels coming from 
Cadiz, who took them, and brought them 
ro Barcelona. 

I admir'd at the Inconſtancy of Fortune, 
and the Sea, and I did not forget to re- 
turn Thanks to God for the Favours which 
he had beſtow'd upon me in all my Ad- 
yerſities, and more particularly in the laſt 
Danger which I had but juſt eſcap'd. You 
were juſt ſpeaking of Lucinda, ſaid Don 
Franc iſco, ray I ask the favour of 
knowing who ſhe is? She was, reply'd Den 
Juan, an amiable young Lady of Guada- 
laxara, the Name of her Family is Mora» 
dero; being come with her Mother to Bar- 
cena to ſee that beautiful City, and even 
about ſome other Afﬀairs ſhe had there, 
ſhe was imporrun'd by one of the moſt 
gallant Gentlemen of that City, call'd Don 
H ederico Pen cada; he was taken by the 
Turks, and roughr back to Bartelena in 
the manner TI have juſt related, as well as 
Don Frederico, who married her, and with 
whom ſhe leads a happy Life.

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WHar Pleaſure, hd he, do you do 
me ! in bringing me News of a Mother 
and a Siſter whom I tenderly love, and 
whom I have not ſeen of ſo long a time. 
What! ſaid Den Juan, are you Meraders ? 
That is my Name, reply'd Don Franciſco; 
and if you had a particular acquaintance 
with my Mother, ſhe has without doubt 
preſerved ſo much Tenderneſs tor me, as 
ſometimes to ſpeak to you of me; and ſhe 
may poſſibly have ſaid ſhe had a Son who 
was to have joined her Husband in the 
Dorian Expedition. It is true, reply'd Don 
pon, ſhe has often ſpoke of you with 

ears in her Eyes, tor ſhe believes you 
dead. But my dear Franciſco, purſued Dn 
Juan, embracing him, what Pleaſure ſhall I 
do both you and your Siſter, when I pre- 
ſent you before her? 

Wr had a great deal of her Talk, Don 
Juan did us a thouſand Kindneſſes ; and 

ida recovered from her Uueaſineſs, was 
not leſs ſenſible of his Services than Don 
Franciſco, who gave her treſh Aſſurances ot 
Fidelity, leſt ſhe ſhould ſuſpect that her 
dear Lover ſhould change his Sentiments 
towards her, ſince the Riches that ſhe had 
brought from Algier were ſwallow'd up by 
the mercileſs Ocean. Ar length we ar- 
rived at Barcelona, where our Adventure 
ſpread icſelf, and ſurpriz' d all who heard 
it. As for me, after having thank d Dou 


Juan. 
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Juan, who had ſigned my Diſcharge, and 
embrac'd all my Companions, I found my- 
ſelf moſt inclined ro make a Viſit to my 
Mother.

Knock'd boldly at my Mother's Houſe, 
and a little Foot-Boy well enough 
dreſs'd came to the Door: This new Signt 
pleas d me, and I was raviſh'd with the 
Grandure which my Mother kept up ;

I had fo 
mix'd the Wine, that I hoped I ſhould ſoon 
make them drunk. When I perceiv'd that 
they were pretty well in for't, and that the 
Hour of putting our Deſign in executio 1 
was come, I ſent one of my Robbers to the 
Village under pretence of terching me ſome 
Wine, bur in reality to bring our Horſes ; 
they return d juſt in the nick of Time, for 
our People were juſt as we could wiſh 


them. We were going to depart, when one 


of our Horſes neigh'd; at the noiſe of which, 
the two Hermits awoke, and called out for 
help, opening the Trap- Door. 

ISAZEL rt a Was placed behind me, ſhe 
fell upon the Earth halt dead with Fear : I 
alighted to litt her up but ſeeing her with- 
out Motion, and deſpairing to ſave her Life, 
I remounted my Horle, and we rode away 
upon full ſpeed out of the Foreſt, withouc 
knowing Which way We went.

Ass my Companions had a mind to take 
the Road from hence to Avila, I found my 
ſelf in a marmer obliged to go with them, 
for fear of meeting when I was alone with 
any of the Robbers, whom I yet fancied I 
ſaw every moment; above all, the frightful 
Alizobrontez, whoſe Image terrified me 
whenever I ſaw the leaſt Appearance of a 
Foreſt upon the Road: 

W arrived at Avila, where we again 
made the ſame Depoſitions which we had 
done at Palomera; and we informed the 


Judge 
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Judge of the manner of Life of the Robbers, 
their Force, and of all their Intrigues. 

I did not forget to write to Barcelona to 
my Friends, to let them know the Situa- 
tion I was in, as well as to Madrid, to my 
old Landlord, whom I had deſired to take 
in the Letters that ſhould be ſent to me 
from Barcelona, directed to his Houſe. 

I waited a long while for my Anſwers, 
during which time I had conſumed all the 
Money my Horſe had brought me, which 
neceſſity had compelled me to part with for 
half that he was worth ; ſo that I found my 
ſelt in a melancholy Condition, I knew not 
where to put my Head, and the memory of 
Lorenza compleated my Miſery. 

I went to pay a Viſit to the Reverend

their Apartment; they did not lodge far 
from thence. In an Inſtant an experienc d 
Surgeon came to my Aid, and after 1 
was- dreſs'd, they told me their Father 
was dead, and that they follow d their Stu- 
dies at Avila, intending to ſettle there, be- 
cauſe they hated to live in the Country.

T HE Hatred which has reigned a
